The Belgian Congo an Under-rated 
Market 


The following article is based on extracts from a new Economic Survey of the Belgian 
Congo and Ruanda Urundi, prepared by the British Consul-General at Leopoldville and 
published for the Board of Trade by H.M. Stationery Office, price 3s. (by post, 3s. 7d.). 


HE BELGIAN CONGO can be regarded as a good market for United Ki goods. It is 

one of the few countries in the world with no exchange or currency difficulties whatever, nor 

is any form of discrimination practised; so tong as one has the order, the import licence is 

instantly forthcoming from the authorities. But the fact that these are available to all 

makes the Congo market highly competitive and individualistic. Up till now few British manufacturers 
have appreciated the great potentialities of the Congo, one of the richest territories in Africa. 

A visitor returning now to Leopoldville after an absence of seven years would have considerable 
difficulty in recognizing the city as he knew it, so startling has been the transformation. Nor has 
this process been confined to the great cities; even in the interior the pace of progress has been 
accelerated, and each day the impact made by Western civilization on the peoples of the Congo is 
becoming progressively more marked. 

The introduction in 1950 of the Ten-year Plan laid the foundations of a modern state, equipped 
with new power and transport facilities, and endowed it with a series of social welfare schemes far 
in advance of most African territories. The stimulus to investment, combined with the boom which 
accompanied and followed the Korean War two years later, enabled the Administration to double 
the scope of the Plan before it was halfway through. In the last six years the income of all groups 
in the Colony has increased substantially, public finance has been. placed on a sound footing, and 
industries have been established. This period has also coincided with a series of export trade surpluses 
which have provided the basis of economic strength. The Congo can’ boast tremendous reserves of 
natural resources, particularly minerals, in great demand on world markets. Its reputation for political 
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stability has, moreover, made it an attractive proposition for capital 


investment. 


It must not be forgotten, however, that the Congo is a Belgian 
colony which differs widely in organization and outlook from those of 
the neighbouring British, French and Portuguese territories which 
surround it. Economically the emphasis on Government control 
has not altered materially, and the operation of transportation 
facilities and public utilities and the conduct of internal commerce 
still remain the prerogative of the great Belgian finance houses. A 
vast interlocking scheme of influential private and para-statal interests 
holds the economy of the Congo together. Of these great finance 
houses that of the Société Générale, which controls the great Union 
Miniere mining group, predominates everywhere, but there are at 
least four other groups which between them share most of what 
remains of the commercial interests of the Congo. The Administra- 
tion, which retains a large measure of financial participation in the 
important monopoly companies, ensures that Belgian capital receives 
a good return for its investment. At the same time it protects the 
Congolese people from the abuses of exploitation, and helps them to 
achieve a higher standard of life and better economic conditions. 


Monopoly Concessions 


The system of monopoly concessions granted by the State in 
regard to territory or services and mainly deriving from the earliest 
days of the Colony is unique in colonial administration. To all intents 
and purposes success is guaranteed in this system, and it is not 
surprising that in consequence there has been no hesitation in Belgium 
to participate in the development of this rich colony. The tendency 
has, however, been to regard the Congo as an exclusively Belgian 
investment preserve with the result that it has never been easy for 
foreign business to establish itself. 


Commercially, the trading of the Colony still continues to be 
governed by the relevant sections of the Congo Basin Treaties under 
which the Administration is pledged to ensure equal trading rights 
to all countries of the world. The result is that the market for imported 
goods remains highly competitive, particularly as no shortage exists 
of the most sought-after foreign currencies. The Belgian business 
man is a keen judge of a bargain, and will not allow national sentiment 
to outweigh his economic sense. In the event, the economic prosperity 
of the Colony and its high purchasing power, unhampered by balance 
of payment difficulties and import quota systems, attracts trade 
from all over the world. 


With the large scale investment that is going on in the Congo, 
the rising standards of living of the African population and the 
demands for luxury goods of its 100,000 European residents, it 
is unfortunate that these factors have not been sufficiently appreciated 
by British manufacturers, who are often ignorant of the prosperity 
of the Congo and of its market conditions. It is hoped that the new 
Economic Survey - which of course is a great deal more detailed 
than these short extracts from it - will provide British exporters 
with some idea of the present situation, and will serve to interest 
— in this valuable market with its great potentialities for the 

ture. 


Pattern of Imports 


For several years the value of imports into the Belgian Congo 
has remained more or less stationary. Since the Korean boom, 
business has tended to consolidate itself instead of striking out into 
new fields. The impetus of easy profits has slackened and an adjust- 
ment of the economy is in process to form the basis for a further 
demand for imports. In 1955 the total value of imports to the Belgian 
Congo amounted to Francs 18-9 milliard, of which Francs 6-2 milliard 
were for articles of individual al commanation, Francs 5-4 milliard for 


raw materials and supplies, etc., and Francs 7-3 milliard for capital 
goods. 


_In considering imports destined for individual consumption, the 
ces existing between the needs of the African and European 
populations must be borne in mind.

tion. The reason why this last figure was so high was that luxury 
items such as motor-cars and expensive household and other electrical 
appliances were included. It does, however, demonstrate the steadily 
improving standard of living and greater earning capacity of the 
African customers. 

Raw material imports consist largely of such items as petroleum 
products, lubricants, chemicals, metals destined for industrial 
processes and textile materials to be manufactured in the local mills. 
Their value is estimated to have risen, on the basis of the same price, 
by about five times in the last 35 years, which gives an idea of their 
growing importance to the economy of the Belgian Congo. 

In capital goods the expansion has been even greater: on the basis 
of the same price imports have risen 11 times in 35 years. The greatest 
expansion has occurred since 1949 when the setting up of new 
industries was accelerated and the Ten-year Plan came into being. 
There is naturally a close link between the import of capital goods 
and amount of investment, and so long as State investment continues 
to constitute the majority of all investment it may be expected that 
the high value of imported capital goods will be maintained. Not only 
are the traditional imports of mining machinery being maintained, 
but there have been increases under the headings of transport material, 
electrical machinery, tools and other types of constructional machinery 
used for public works. 


Supplying Countries 

Under the provisions of the Congo Basin Treaties, the Belgian 
Congo offers an open door on a non-discriminatory basis to imports 
from all countries. Import duty tariffs are uniform without regard 
to the country of origin; on the whole they are low, amounting on 
an average to about 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

Not unexpectedly, Belgium is the chief important supplier of 
goods to the Congo, although the absence of preferential treatment 
has meant that her share has been stabilized at around 35 to 38 per 
cent., and has never exceeded 40 per cent. of total imports at any 
time. Goods supplied by Belgium cover a wide range and include 
such articles as steel, machinery, textiles, electrical goods and 
foodstuffs. 


Next comes the United States, with about 20 per cent., at present, 
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consisting in the main of motor vehicles, mining and electrical 
machinery, domestic electrical appliances, earth-moving machinery 
and a very wide range of consumer goods. The Congo is one of the 
few countries in the world with no exchange difficulties, and dollar 
imports can be easily financed. 

Another important group of suppliers is formed by the Sterling 
Area as a whole, which accounts for about 12 per cent. of total 
imports. The United Kingdom supplies 7 per cent., South Africa 
about 4 per cent., and there are other small amounts originating 
from African territories such as Kenya, Tanganyika and the Rhodesias. 
Hong Kong is also an important source of cheap goods destined for 
African consumption. 

In the last few years Western Germany has doubled its percentage 
of trade with the Congo. In 1952 the percentage was no more than 
4 per cent., whereas it is now (in 1956) between 7 and 8 per cent. 
of the total trade. Liberal credit policies (a concession much appreciated 
by Congo importers) have accounted very largely for this expansion 
of trade. German exports to the Congo consist mostly of motor 
vehicles, machinery, optical goods, toys, etc. 

Japan, which before the war supplied large quantities of textiles 
to the Congo markets, threatened to regain her portion ing the 
early 1950’s. She has since experienced a serious setback as her 
textile imports have been subjected to stringently enforced quotas 
to prevent the dumping of poor quality goods which are said to be 
unworthy of the Congolese. As Japan is not a market for Congolese 
goods, preferring to buy in the Far East and other markets, a policy 
of liberalizing exports from Japan on the basis of sales to that country 
is being pursued by the authorities. 


Trade with United Kingdom 

The annual values of imports from the United Kingdom for 1954 
and. 1955. were Francs. 1,273 million and Francs 1,333 million 
respectively, whereas Congo to the United Kingdom were 
worth Francs 1,592 million and Francs 1,868 million. Normally 
there is a small deficit on the trading account with the Congo, but 
this was sharply accentuated during 1955, as a result of the rise in 
the price of copper purchased from the Congo. Whereas in the two

years the tonnage rose only from 5,080 to 5,300 tons, the value 
increased from Francs 153 million to Francs 198 million. 

Other goods of Congo origin imported by the United Kingdom 
include coffee, cotton, palm oil and, above all, industrial diamonds. 
The latter do not figure in the statistics published in the Board of 
Trade and Navigation Accounts, and are responsible for changing 
the trading picture presented there from a surplus to a deficit. The 
amount of raw materials bought from the Congo varies greatly 
from year to year in individual items, but ever since the recession 
after the Korean War boom years it has shown a tendency to increase. 

It is disappointing that United Kingdom exports to the Congo 
represent a declining proportion of the market. Although the total 
of exports has not decreased, it has not increased in the same propor- 
tion as the market has expanded. The year 1952 was the best for the 
United Kingdom, but this was followed by a sharp decline in 1953; 
comparative figures were Francs 1,645 million and Francs 1,273 
million. The position improved in 1954, but the full-scale onslaught 
of Germany started to make itself felt during that year. Western 
Germany has gradually raised its percentage of trade with the Congo, 
until by the end of 1955 it had drawn more or less level with the 
United Kingdom. Latest indications are that it continues to improve 
its position at the expense of the United Kingdom. 

In textiles, which have been one of her most important exports 
to the Congo, the United Kingdom has been fortuitously assisted 
by the policy of the authorities of excluding Japanese products as 
much as possible from the market; despite this, high prices of British 
textiles are losing orders to foreign competitors. A very strong 
challenge comes from Belgium, the Netherlands, Switzerland and 
other suppliers. Bulk buyers are very conscious of their ability to 
choose unhampered by considerations of quotas or other restrictive 
conditions ; the result has been an increasing predeliction for suppliers 
who can quote lower prices and are ready to give longer and more 
attractive credit facilities. 

This applies, too, in many other fields. The machinery market is 
dominated by the United States, but here again Germany is making

The Congo’s Ten-year Plan is the subject of a chapter that should 
interest the British exporter who has an eye for the main (or odd) 


The Plan was conceived in 1947, published in 1949 and initiated 
a year later. It has a two-fold purpose: (i) the equipment of the Colony 
with modern power and transport facilities; and (ii) the provision of 
improvements in the fields of agriculture, housing, higher education 
and social benefits. The funds disbursed under the Plan are either 
spent by government Seen hn noe toe tet 
out by ‘parastatal’ concerns. Expenditure has now been revised to 
Francs 48 milliard, and may well be increased still further in the next 
three years. Some parts have been comp leted before schedule, and 
others may have to be carried Serene a cdeapletion bys sectnd Plan. 
The Plan has greatly encouraged private investment, and has helped 
to mobilize capital through loans and budget surpluses to a degree 
which even a few years ago would not have been thought possible. 
Its successful progress is a reflection of the prosperity of the Colony. 

The planned distribution of expenditure allowed 49 per cent. of 
the total to transport and power, 27 per cent. to social welfare schemes, 
18 per cent. to various public and scientific services, and the remaining 
6 per cent. to agricultural development. By the end of 1955 the Plan 
had reached the close of the second of its three stages. Up till then, 
out of the total of Francs 48 milliard, Francs 28 milliard had been 
earmarked for specific schemes, of which 22} milliard had actually 
been spent. 

Railway development foreseen under the Plan has been almost 
completed ; most of it consisted of improvements to and new equipment 
for the OTRACO Railways and only the Kamina-Kabalo link can be 
considered a major new work. 

On waterways which still remain the main traffic arteries of the 
Colony, the Plan had spent 1-6 milliard by the end of 1955 and half 
as much again will be spent by 1960, ‘This is in addition to the work en- 
trusted to OTRACO (Office d’Exploitation des Transports Coloniaux) 
which amounted to Francs 4 milliard in the same period. Most of 
the Congo River ports from Banana up to Stanleyville are being 
improved and expanded. On the Lualaba, too, and on tributaries 
of the main river, work is in progress to facilitate navigation and the 
handling of cargoes. The Belgian bases at Dar-es-Salaam and Kigoma 
have been transformed. Great sums have been expended on improving 
the estuary ports, S Perea Matadi and Ango-Ango, while Leopold- 
ville can now boast of being one of the largest and best equipped 
inland ports in the world. 

The chief deviation from the original Plan has occurred in the 
road-building programme. At the outset it was planned to construct 
7,500 miles of new roads during the ten-year term. In the event, the 

programme was reduced for financial reasons to 3,250 miles. By the 
end of 1955 only 3-8 milliard had been allocated to the road building 
programme out of a total of 6-5 milliard. The tempo of road develop- 
ment projects is thus likely to increase considerably in the last phase 
of the Plan’s life. 

The Plan also envisages additional facilities for air traffic. Out 
of a total allocation of Francs 1-8 milliard, Francs 1-2 milliard had 
been earmarked for specific civil aviation projects by the end of 1955. 
The most important new aerodrome is at Leopoldville: a new aero- 
drome at Elisabethville has recently been brought into service, while 
one for Stanleyville is in the pepoens of being planned. There are now 
few places of importance in the Congo unprovided. with airstrips 
capable of taking Daktoa-type aircraft. 

Improvements have been effected in the internal telephone and 
telegraph facilities and a teleprinter service is now available to and 
from Brussels. The headquarters of all territorial administrations are 
provided with radio telephony sets for official messages. 

Large sums have been allocated for agricultural improvements, 
poultry, farming, cattle raising, forestry and fishing, on all of which 
about Francs 1} milliard will be spent; another milliard is to go on

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research activities. Anti-erosion measures in the east of the Colony, 
where the problem is serious, are also in train and advice and financial 
assistance have also been made available for this purpose by the United 
States Foreign Operations Administration. 

For education a sum of Francs 2} milliard has been allotted of 
which 1-4 milliard have already been earmarked and one milliard 
spent up to date. Over 200 official schools have been or are being built 
as well as many technical and agricultural establishments. At the same 
time subsidies are offered to nearly 300 non-State schools of various 
kinds. Finally, the Congo has been provided with its own university 
at Lovanium near Leopoldville, while a second university was 
inaugurated in November 1956, in Elisabethville. 

In the medical field the Plan has sponsored a Colony-wide 
campaign to improve sanitation and public health; rural clinics 
have been built and a sanatorium is under construction at Malaka 
in Leopoldville Province. In the towns new hospitals have been 
provided and existing ones improved so that by the end of 1960 all 
the main urban centres should be provided with well-equipped 
modern clinics. Anti-malarial measures have been intensified in 
Leopoldville and in the Mayumbe region. 

Special attention has been devoted to native housing, and progress 
has been spectacular. Allocations for this purpose amounted to Francs 
4-3 milliard, out of which the office des Cites Africaines have so far 
expended or engaged to spend 2-4 milliard. This has enabled them 
to erect more than 20,000 houses, of which two-thirds are situated 
in Leopoldville, and to established community, administrative, 
medical and other centres in the larger towns. The capital now 
possesses some of the finest African housing estates in Africa, and 
these are being constantly added to and improved. 

Other social amenities covered by the Plan include the provision 
of good water and electricity. The former under, the aegis of 
the para-statal REGIDESO concerne. (Regie de Distribution 
d’Eau et d’Electricite du Congo Belge et du Ruanda Urundi.) 
is to benefit to the extent of Francs 2} milliard, of which over nearly 
half had been earmarked by the end of 1955. Most of the work so 
far undertaken has been concentrated in the larger centres, but the 
last phase of the Plan will see a larger proportion expended on rural 
projects. The Government under its own agency has been making 
steady progress in increasing the sources of the supply of electric 
power. Out of a total of Francs 3-4 milliard received for this purpose, 
2 milliard has been spent, and only the hydro-electric projects at 
Kiyimbi (Albertville), the Ruzizi River (Bakavu) and Luluabourg 
have still to be implemented. 

Mention must be made of the massive building programme of the 
Government itself; this covers administrative office buildings, schools 
for Europeans and accommodation for civil servants. Francs 7} 
milliard were allocated for this purpose of which 6 milliard have 
already been spent. Post offices, office buildings, courts, garages, 
warehouses, etc., have been built, as well as 1,800 units for the 
accommodation of European officials and 4,500 for subordinate 
African staff. Drainage and other urban schemes are also a feature 
of this part of the Plan and good progress has been made to date to 
improve the sanitary system in the main centres. 

All in all, the Plan adds up to a gigantic attempt by the authorities 
to lay the economic foundations of a modern and well-ordered 
colony. Progress has been so far well maintained, and there is no 
doubt that before the ten-year period of the Plan is up practically 
everything which it set out to accomplish will have been provided. 
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At the works of L’Union Miniere du Haut-Katanga at Lubumbashi, 
this revolving oven serves to store molten copper, and to keep it molten, 
until it is poured out.

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Duchess of Gloucester Opens 
Antique Dealers’ Fair 


THE SEVENTEENTH ANTIQUE DEALERS’ FAIR and Exhibition was 
opened by the Duchess of Gloucester in the familiar gold and amber 
setting of the Great Room, Grosvenor House, London, on June 12. 
Lovers of antiques had once again assembled from all parts of the world 
to view the most varied and fascinating collection of treasures of a 
bygone age. For purposes of antiquity the dividing line between the 
handcraft age and the machine era is taken as the year 1830, so that 

to qualify as an exhibit, the object must have been made prior to that 
date. This is an essential requirement and great care is exercised by 
the various selection committees of experts to ensure that the rule is 
strictly observed. If there is the sliabeose doubt about the authenticity 
of the article, it is at once rejected. 


It is true to say that the organizers of the Fair have been greatly 
encouraged in their work by the close interest shown by members of 
the Royal Family since the first opening of the event in 1934. In the 
following year it was opened by the late Duke of Kent. Royal 
Patronage was bestowed on the Fair by Queen Mary in 1937, who 
was herself a great lover and collector of antiques; on her death she 
was succeeded as Patron by Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother. 
The Duchess of Gloucester in so kindly consenting to perform the 
opening ceremony at this year’s Fair has added another example of 
aaa interest by the Royal Family in the life and success of the 

air 

As in previous years objects of considerable interest and beauty may 
again be seen from the collections of the Queen; Queen Elizabeth the 
Queen Mother; the Duke of Gloucester; the Princess Royal; and the 
Duchess of Kent. Except for the Royal loans and that of the 
ae Company of Goldsmiths all the articles exhibited are for 

le. 


Arranged over 84 dealers’ stands will be found handmade treasures 
of many lands collected by antique dealers in London and the 
provinces, all of which can be seen in a single day under the most 
pleasant conditions. The objects cover furniture, gold, silver, jewels, 
porcelains, clocks, glass, paintings, prints, pewter, carpets, maps, 
tapestries, etc., so ‘that something of interest will certainly be there to 
appeal to the tastes of all. It is important to remember that any article - 
big or small — purchased at the Exhibition will be truly representative 
of the character and period in which it was produced. Furthermore, 
for the convenience of purchasers there are five packers and carriers 
stands at which advice can be obtained on all matters of safe packing 
and transportation. In addition, there are five magazine stands at 
which descriptive material can be had covering a very wide field on 
antiques. 

It will be appreciated that it is because of the careful attention given 
to detail that the Antique Dealers’ Fair has over the years built up an 
enviable reputation for itself both at home and abroad and this has 
undoubtedly played a very important part in relation to Britain’s 
export trade in antiques. It would be too difficult a task to attempt to 
describe all the items on view but the following few examples may help 
to give some idea of what can be seen: 


Furniture 


A rare and elegant pair of Sheraton satinwood and harewood 
commode bookshelves which had belonged to an old Scottish family 
since 1781. Each has two drawers, above them is the cupboard, and 
over that are the bookshelves. In an oval on the cupboard door in 
flowing script are the initials ‘M.H.B.H.’ surrounded by thistles and 
roses. The initials are those of Margaretta Henrietta Buchan-Hepburn, 
the second wife of Sir George Patrick Buchan-Hepburn, the first 
baronet of Smeaton House, Midlothian. 


A Sheraton mahogany and inlaid commode, circa 1780; a rare pair 
of George I walnut winged chairs covered in crimson velvet; a 
handsome waisted Chippendale wall book case in selected mahogany 
of the finest flame figuration. 


Silver 
A rare 17th century silver gilt dish which was made in the reign of 
the coats of arms of the Archduke Albert of 


‘English and Continental history and was one 
the Lord Viscount Wimbaldon in 1600 at the Battle of Nieuport 
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where the Anglo-Dutch forces under Maurice of Nassau were 
against the Spanish armies of Archduke Albert of Austria. Its rarity 
is due to the fact that it survived the Civil War period (1642-1657) 
when so much lovely plate was melted down to finance the Royalist

Clocks 


An elegant bracket clock by Jacobus Hassenius, circa 1675. These 
clocks were carried from room to room by their owners and placed 
beside the bed at night, the object being to prevent getting out at 
night to light a taper or candle to know the time. All that was required 
was to pull a cord and the clock would chime the hour or the nearest 
quarter hour on a silver bell. Hassenius was something of a mystery. 
He was born in Russia and came to London as a youth where he soon 
became a member of the Clock-Makers Council in 1682. He returned 
to his native land in 1698, but was never heard of again.

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Provisional Figures of United Kingdom Trade in May 


‘The VALvE of United Kingdom exports in May was £302-9 million. 
‘This was the first month in which exports exceeded £300 million; 
they were nearly £6 million more than in the previous highest month 
(March 1957). The average rate of exports in April and May was 3 per 
cent. more than in the first quarter and 6} per cent. more than in 
April-May 1956. 

Imports in May, however, at £374-4 million were the highest so 
far recorded except for the abnormal figures for January 1957 (£376°5 
million). The average rate of imports in April and May was 2} per 
cent. more than in the first quarter and 11 per cent. more than in 
April-May 1956. 

Re-exports in May were £11°8 million. 


The excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, 
valued f.o.b., was £59-7 million in May.

New Regulations for Motor Vehicles 


NEW REGULATIONS making minor changes in the law affecting 
motor vehicles have been made by the Minister of Transport and 
Civil Aviation, Mr. Harold Watkinson, and come into force on 
June 23. Speed limit ‘20’ discs are abolished, and owners of heavy 
goods vehicles and of motor tractors (including tracked vehicles) 
need no longer paint on the nearside the speed limit applying to the 
particular vehicle. 

These changes follow the recent raising of the speed limit for heavy 
goods vehicles from 20 to 30 m.p.h. 


Other provisions of the Regulations increase the permitted overall 
length of public service vehicles registered before July 1, 1956, from 
27 ft. to 30 ft., the same as for other motor vehicles, and the restrictions 
on the fitting of ‘inboard’ brakes, allowed only on cars and certain 
vehicles, are modified. 

Copies of the Regulations, entitled “The Motor Vehicles (Construc- 
tion and Use) (Amendment) (No. 2) Regulations, 1957’, Statutory 
Instrument No. 971, may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office or 
through any bookseller, price 3d. net. 

The necessary changes in the law affecting tracked vehicles are 
made in amending Regulations entitled “The Motor Vehicles (Con- 
struction and Use) (Track Laying Vehicles) (Amendment) (No. 2)

A Plea for the Market of Rhodesia and Nyasaland 


To the Editor, the Board of Trade Journal. 

Sir, - May I make a plea for special consideration by suppliers 
in the United Kingdom for the market of Rhodesia and Nyasaland? 

We do not ask for special treatment as far as price, quality or 
deliveries are concerned, but because of our relative remoteness from 
the major producing centres of the world, special consideration in 
advising us of possible late deliveries. This applies to consumer 
goods, but more especially to industrial requirements and essential 
components and/or materials to maintain production. 

Although the United Kingdom receives special consideration when 
Rhodesia buys, because of the particularly strong links between the 
two countries, no special consideration is sought because of this. 
It is appreciated that for other reasons United Kingdom has to pay 
more special attention to dollar and other hard currency markets. 
But the plea is entered because of the geographical position of the 
Federation. 


To give an illustration: if a machine is delivered from Manchester 
to Tilbury and an essential spare part is required, an engineer can 
be sent to fit such a part personally in a matter of hours, but if 
difficulty arose with a machine delivered from Manchester to Gwelo, 
then it would not be so easy to put the machine in working order 
again. 

When a commodity essential to production is not available to a 
manufacturer in Canada, it can almost certainly be found in the 
United States. Throughout Europe similar conditions obtain, and 
even in New Zealand, it is more than probable that at least a substitute 
will be found in Australia, which will keep the 


machines turning. 
But here in the Federation we are several thousands of miles from’ 


the major producing centres of the world and the production of our 
industries is at the mercy of the consideration of the suppliers. 

If a promise is made to deliver goods and especially 
and/or materials for production-by a certain date, special con- 
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sideration should be given to the question of ensuring that customers 
in the Federation are advised as early as possible of any likely change 
in delivery date.

Britain’s Progress in Peaceful Uses 
of Atomic Energy 


THE sToRY of Britain’s progress in the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy will be told to an international audience in Holland this month. 
For Britain will be one of the most important exhibitors at the “Het 
Atoom’ International Atomic Energy Exhibition at Schiphol Airport 
near Amsterdam. It will be opened on June 28 by Prince Bernhard 
of the Netherlands, the Patron of the Exhibition, in the presence of 
Queen Juliana. 

Supported by the Dutch Government, the exhibition was arranged 
to show people in all walks of life how atomic energy is. being used. 
Visitors are expected from all parts of the welts The production of 
isotopes and their use in medicine, agriculture and industry will be a 
special feature of the exhibition. 


Britain’s contribution, led by the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority, and the Board of Trade, will include exhibits from com- 
mercial manufacturers, both large and small. A model of the South of 
Scotland Power Station, due to come into commission in 1961, will 
be shown by the General Electric Company, who have been awarded 
the contract to build it. ey pm a A Se 
supplying special glass panels to form part of a vane: hot laboratory.’ 
These panels will provide adequate absorption of high energy radiation, 
but still pass through the same amount of light as ordinary glass. 

A Pye underwater television camera, operating in a working nuclear 
reactor, will show a close-up of the nuclear fuel and control rods on 
large exterior television screens throughout the exhibition. This 
working research reactor is of the ‘swimming pool’ type and has been 
supplied by Mitchell Engineering Ltd., of London and the American 
Machine & Foundry Company, who have together been awarded a 
contract to build West Germany’s first Nuclear Power Station. 

Other countries exhibiting include the United States, France, 
Belgium, Canada, Holland, Norway and Burma. 

During the exhibition the European Atomic Energy Society will 
meet under the Chairmanship of Sir John Cockcroft. Several other 
Scientific Conferences, including the Isotopes Conference sponsored 
by the Organization ior European Economic Co-operation, will be 
held at the same time.

CURRENT ARRANGEMENTS for the import of carcase meats and 
offals were announced in Notice to Importers No. 649 (see Board of 
Trade Journal, May 15, 1954, page 1,021), subsequently modified by 
Notices to Importers Nes.:792 (Board of Trade Journal, August 11, 
1956, page 327) and 801 (Board of Trade Journal, November 10, 
1956, page 973), respectively, which notified the application of open 
individual licensing to pork from various countries, including 
Argentina. 

The Board of Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 821, 
that the special conditions attaching to the issue of Individual 
Licences for the import from Argentina and Uruguay of beef, veal, 
mutton and lamb and their offals and of pork offals, as specified in 
paragraph 6 of Notice to Importers No. 649, will be withdrawn with 
effect from July 1, 1957. At the same time, the opportunity is being 
taken to simplify, with effect from the same date, the general arrange- 
ments for the licensing of fresh, frozen and chilled meats. In future, 
only two series of licences will be issued, in accordance with the 
revised arrangements set out below. 


Imports of Beef, Veal, Mutton and Lamb 

Open Individual Licences will be issued to permit the import, with- 
out limitation of quantity, of fresh, frozen and chilled beef, veal, 
mutton and lamb, including their offals, if originating in and consigned 
from any country or territory other than: 

Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, Republic of 
Honduras, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Philipp 
United States of America, Venezuela. 

Licences will be valid until September 30, 1958, in the first instance. 


Imports of Perk 


Open Individual Licences will be issued to permit the import, 
without limitation of quantity, of fresh, frozen and chilled pork, 
including pork offals, if originating in and consigned from any country 
or territory other than: 

Albania, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica,

General 


Each holder of a licence will continue to be required to make returns 
(including NIL returns) weekly to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food showing actual arrivals. Directions requiring the 
making of these returns are issued to licence holders by the Ministry. 

Existing Open Individual Licences for meats and offals will not be 
extended beyond their current period of validity (March 31, 1958, 
in the case of non-sterling area pork and June 30, 1957, in other cases). 

Importers are reminded that the above meats are subject to the 
requirements of the Public Health (Imported Foods) Regulations, 
1937-1948, and the Animal Health Regulations of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food.

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Business Efficiency Exhibition 
Opens Well 


IN SPITE OF THE GLORIOUS WEATHER out-of-doors, the Business 
Efficiency Exhibition attracted a very fair number of visitors in its 
opening hours at Olympia, London, last Monday. It was the subject 
of a long advance notice on pages 1385-1389 in last week's Board 
of Trade Journal. 

The exhibition, closing next Thursday, is sponsored by the Office 
Appliance and Business Equipment Trade Association, and shows a 
complete cross-section, to say the least, of all the manufactured aids 
to human brain and hand that the Association’s name suggests. 
The stands in the Grand Hall at Olympia are uncommonly well 
arranged and indicated: the unpractised visitor isn’t oppressed, as he 
sometimes is at exhibitions of this sort, by a sense of being a waif 
or stray in an unneutral jungle. And he can inspect with ease and 
comfort a great many very remarkable devices to save the business 
executive undue exertion, the accountant a deal of time and anxiety, 
the typist or clerk much drudgery, and the far-sighted firm a large 
amount of avoidable expense, 

In a speech opening the exhibition Lord Chandos commented on 
what he called ‘the curse of paper,’ the paper that flows through 
offices in a tide constantly increasing with the proliferation of 
specialist divisions and sub-divisions in business and industry. 
To cope with that alone, he said, it was necessary that our offices 
be equipped with all modern aids; and he recommended special 
attention to the improvement of filing systems and adjustable steel 
partitions. But he complained that the best and most up-to-date of 
mechanical aids did not seem to have stemmed the increase of un- 
necessary prolixity in the writing that was put on the paper: too 
little attention was paid to brevity, clearness and syntax. 


Advisory Service in Industrial Management 


UNDER ONE OF ITS PROJECTS (No. 382), with the title of 
‘Advisory Service on Industrial ent,’ the European Pro- 
ductivity Agency has engaged the services of a number of American 
experts in management subjects. These experts are available to assist 
productivity bodies, trade associations, etc., in the United Kingdom 
and other member countries of the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation by conducting conferences or seminars in 
their special subjects, advising on training courses and advising 
individual concerns willing to act as demonstration plants. The 
subjects are: 
Organization and 'Top 
Management Controls. ling. 
Product Development. Work Study. 
Purchasing and Inventory Control. Preventative Maintenance. 

Organizations obtaining the services of these experts would be 
expected to meet or underwrite the cost of their travel in the United 
Kingdom and an Agency fee of 30,000 francs per consultant, plus 
5,000 francs per day, as well as the organizational costs in the United 
Kingdom.

Index of Retail Prices in May 


At May 14, the retail prices index, which measures changes in the 
average level of retail prices with the level at January 17, 
1956 (taken as 100) was 105 compared with 104 at April 16. Calculated 
to one decimal, the May index was 104-6 compared with slightly 
under 104-5 for April. 

‘The main constituent of the change was a rise in the food in

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Exports of Cotton Textiles to 
Pakistan 


THE AGREEMENT between the United Kingdom and Pakistan for 
the export to Pakistan of cotton textiles of United Kingdom manu- 
facture for which payment would be received in the form of United 
States raw cotton to an equivalent value has been extended in order 
to provide for further shipments of textiles. 

The Government of Pakistan are issuing sub-authorizations to 
importers in Pakistan which will permit the import of approximately 
$600,000 worth of cotton textiles from the United Kingdom. This 
represents in part a re-issue of import licences which were not used 
under the previous arrangements and in part an additional issue. 
Contracts between Pakistan importers and United Kingdom suppliers 
must be made by July 31 and the goods must be shipped not later than 
September 30, 1957. The bulk of the licences will be for yarn but 
it is possible that a small quantity of piece-goods may also be included. 

Arrangements have already been made for the import of the 
corresponding value of raw cotton, so that textile exporters will not 
be required to undertake any responsibility for importing cotton. 
It is, however, likely that some further raw cotton imports will 
eventually be necessary to secure a final balance between textiles and 
cotton, in consequence of adjustments in respect of quality claims, 
etc., on cotton already imported. It is hoped that such additional 
imports will be completed or nearing completion by the time the 
textiles are shipped but the possibility cannot be ruled out that 
exporters may incur some liability for Bank interest as a result of 
these adjustments.

‘Already some sections of the Fair are over-subscribed,’ said Mr. 
Elkan Simons, Chairman of the Fair, in London. ‘We are doing every- 
thing possible to accommodate everyone, but it will depend on whether 
extra stand space can be found.’ Mr. Simons stressed that not all the 
five sections were yet full and that as far as possible the organizers 
would do everything they could to accommodate exhibitors. 


Next year’s fair will be held in Blackpool from February 3-7, 1958.

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Lower Entrances with Cargo in First Quarter 


THE NET TONNAGE of shipping entering the United Kingdom with 
cargo in the foreign trade during the first quarter of this year declined 
by 7 per cent. compared with the same period of 1956, when it had 
levelled off after rising each year since the war. Clearances with cargo 
in the first quarter have remained fairly steady for several years and 
the net tonnage fell only slightly in the first quarter of this year. 
Both entrances and clearances in ballast were lower than a year ago. 
The Suez Canal remained closed to shipping during the first qurter. 

Commonwealth vessels have taken a slightly smaller share each 
year of the rising tonnage of entrances with cargo in the foreign trade, 
but in the first quarter of 1957 the proportion of the total was 54 per 
cent., the same as in the first quarter of 1956. Of the foreign tonnage 
entering with cargo, only German, Finnish and Soviet vessels recorded 
increases in the first quarter compared with the first three months of 
1956; the net tonnage of the leading foreign flags, Norwegian, Dutch 
and Liberian, were 5, 7 and 9 per cent. lower respectively. 


Higher entrances with cargo in the foreign trade were recorded 
from only three trading areas in the first quarter compared with a year 
ago; the net tonnage from North America (Atlantic Coast) was 18 per 
cent. greater, from West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast) 
16 per cent. more and from Australasia 15 per cent. more. Entrances 
from Australia in the first quarter last year were held up through 
strike action. There was a drop of 28 per cent. in entrances with cargo 
from East Africa, Persian Gulf and India, which was no doubt associ- 
ated with the closure of the Suez Canal. While entrances with cargo 
from Northern Europe were 10 per cent. lower in the first threc 
months of this year, clearances with cargo to these countries were 
2 per cent. higher than a year ago. Vessels with cargo clearing to North 
America (Atlantic Coast) were also 6 per cent. more. 

The drop in shipping activity in the foreign trade in the first quarter 
affected most of the ports. Among the larger ports Liverpool was 
least affected and arrivals with ¢-~go were 4 per cent. lower than in the 
first quarter of 1956; other large ports showing a decline were London, 


Manchester, Southampton, Glasgow and Belfast. Departures with 
cargo in the first quarter from London were up by 5 per cent., and 
from Southampton 7 per cent. more, The net tonnage of vessels 
departing with cargo from the coal ports of Blyth and 
Cardiff was about 25 per cent. lower in first quarter of 1957 than 
in the first three months of last year; from the Tyne ports, however, 
departures with cargo were 6 per cent. higher. 

The net tonnage of coasting trade arrivals and departures with 
cargo has not varied greatly over the past few years; in the first quarter 
of this year, however, there was an increase of 5 per cent. over the 
same months last year. Much of this rise was accounted for by 
increased activity at London whose net tonnage of coasting arrivals 
with cargo was 13 per cent. higher than in the first quarter last year. 

Responsibility for the preparation of these statistics has been 
transferred from the Board of ‘Trade to the Ministry of Transport and 
Civil Aviation, although the statistics will continue to be published 
quarterly in the Board of Trade Journal. Inquiries in connection with 
the statistics should be addressed to Shipping Section, Statistics 
Division, Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation, Berkeley Square 
House, London, W.1. 


Definitions 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United , or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 
moving between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the

Latest Developments in Textile 
Machinery 


THE FIFTH in the post-war series of International Textile Machinery 
Exhibitions is to be held from October 15-25, 1958, at Belle Vue, 
Manchester. 

Participation in this exhibition is open to manufacturers in all 
countries, of machinery, accessories and ancillary equipment used in 
the production of textiles (excluding knitted goods)

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Output and Employment in Wool Textile Industry 
in April 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in April 
was 10 per cent. less than in March. This reduction may be attributed 
partly to the Easter holidays and the shorter month — 20 working days 
against 21 in March. Output was 8 per cent. greater than in April 1956, 
which had one less working day, and so far this year has been 4 per 
vent. greater than in the period January to April 1956. 

Figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics show a 
further slight fall during April in the mumbers employed in the 
industry. The labour force of the five principal sections of the industry 
was about 1,700 greater than in April 1956. 

Deliveries of woollen and worsted fabrics (excluding blankets) 


Deliveries of Woollen and Worsted

were 8 per cent. greater in April than a year earlier with worsted 
fabrics showing the largest increase. Deliveries of worsted yarns were 
also 8 per cent. greater than in April 1956, but for the sixth successive 
month deliveries of hosiery yarns were again less than a year before. 

Production of tops in April was 10 per cent. greater than a year 
before. Consumption of tops was 6 per cent. more than in April 1956, 
with crossbreds accounting for all the increase. 

The increase in consumption of fibres by the industry continued 
in April; total consumption of fibres (except man-made fibres) 
was 12 per cent. greater than a year before. Raw wool consumption 
was 11 per cent. more than in April 1956.

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Output and Employment in Cotton. Industry 
in April 


THE VOLUME of production in the cotton industry in April decreased 
by 8 per cent. compared with March owing to the Easter holidays. 
Output was 2 per cent. less than in April 1956 but in the period January 
to April was a little higher than in the corresponding period a year 
ago. 

The numbers actually at work in the industry at the end of April 
were affected by the holidays but, according to figures issued by the 
Cotton Board, the numbers on firms’ books decreased by about 400 
during the month. 


The amount of cloth woven in the industry in April was 3 per cent. 
less than a year ago, the reduction being of man-made fibre and mixture 
cloth. Production of cotton cloth in the period January to April was 
2 per cent. greater than last year but this increase was offset by a 
reduction for man-made fibre and mixture cloth, 

The output of single yarn was a little higher than in April 1956 
and so far this year has been 4 per cent. greater than in the first four 
months of 1956.

250 British Firms Show Their Products 
at Paris Fair 


(From the Commercial Department of the British Embassy) 


THE PARIS FAIR (Foire de Paris), the 46th, was opened this year 
on May 24 by Monsieur Maurice Lemaire, French Secretary of State 
of Industry and Commerce. It closed on Whit Monday, June 10. 
It was held as in previous years at the Parc des Expositions at the 
Porte de Versailles on the outskirts of Paris. Although its area, which 
covered 450,000 square metres, was no larger than last year, a greater 
number of exhibitors were accommodated, the total number reaching 
13,320 against 12,956 last year. Foreign exhibitors numbered 2,600. 
The Fair was visited by 4,125,000 people (including a group of 785 
Russians) against 3,800,000 last year. 

Broadly speaking the Fair this year fell into some seven distinct 
groups. The first of them, housed in the largest hall included: the 
national stands and pavilions; a section entirely devoted to antiques 
(an innovation this year); domestic electric appliances and household 
goods such as refrigerators, washing machines, sewing machines, food 
mixers, polishers; and finally fancy goods and silverware, such as 
smokers’ requisites, leather goods and tableware. 

Exhibits of machine tools formed an important group on their own. 
They were neatly displayed in a separate hall, British manufacturers 
being strongly represented. 

A third group, also separately housed, included sections for furni- 
ture and furnishing fabrics, wireless sets, televi ision sets and electronics. 

An entire hall was devoted to toys, with 876 stands. It might here 
be mentioned in parentheses that the first Foire de Paris, held in 1904, 
was entirely devoted to toys, when 486 toymakers showed their products, 

A further group housed under a single roof consisted of sections 
for office equipment and machinery, and for electrical engineering. 
In both these sections exhibits were most attractively displayed. 

The sixth group, entirely out-of-doors, consisted of a large park of 
contractors’ plant of every description, including huge tractors and 
cranes. Caravans were also on show in this area. 

Finally there was a group covering foodstuffs. This included a 
wine pavilion which, as usual at the Paris Fair, was of very substantial 
size. 

The following countries organized national stands or pavilions: 
West Germany, Austria, Greece, Hungary, Mexico, Poland, Roumania, 
Sweden, Czechoslovakia, Ceylon, Monaco, Uruguay and Vietnam. 
Belgium, Luxembourg and the Netherlands had jointly a Benelux 
— These national stands were set up in the largest hall of the 

air. The United States of America and Italy organized national 
pavilions outside this hall. The stands of French overseas territories 
were grouped in one pavilion, whereas Algeria, Tutiisia and Morocco 
organized separate displays. 

The French nationalized industries, including coal, gas, electricity, 
tobacco and atomic energy all organized attractive displays. a 
exhibit of the French National Railways showed i 
carriage construction, signal systems and tracklaying, as well as ee 
development of the railway system in France. 


More British Exhibitors 

firms exhibited, in most cases through their local agents, as Against 
203 last ped British exhibits consisted mostly of contractors” plant, 
household and fancy electrical domestic refrigera- 
tors, machine tools, electrical engineering, toys and 
foodstuffs. The most strongly represented British industries were 
machinery with 60 British firms, followed by food products 56; 
toys, 35; contractors’ plant, 28; art industries, 20; caravans, 12. 


It is yet too early to say how much business was transacted at the 
Fair, but according to a statement by the Fair authorities, of buyers 
who visited the Fair the largest number came from Italy with Belgium 
and Switzerland second and third respectively, followed by Spain, 
Western Germany, Great Britain, Portugal, the United States and 
the Netherlands. 

A number of innovations were introduced in the 1957 Fair. As 
mentioned above, a section was devoted entirely to antique dealers 
who exhibited objets d'art from all over Europe, Africa, the Middle 
East and the Far East. The stands of this section covered 1,000 square 
metres, and besides ceramics, porcelains, books and carpets, there 
were a number of paintings. American art treasures were exhibited in 
this section; these included the first book printed in North America. 

For the first time the Paris Fair was open continuously throughout 
the day, without closing from 12-2 p.m. as has been the custom hither- 
to. On certain days the Fair was open at night. Twice, during the 
17 days, the Fair was open in the morning to buyers only. 

Other features included dress. shows and gastronomic days. The 
latter numbered six including a British dinner which was organized 
v ry successfully by Messrs. Simpsons-in-the-Strand. Other gastro- 
nomic dinners consisted of one Hungarian, one Vietnamese, one 
Italian and two French. 

A further innovation was a helicopter service which operated 
between Le Bourget and the ‘Heliport’ beside the Fair grounds. 


British Day’ at the Fair 


June 7 was the ‘British Day’, when Sir David Eccles, President of 
the Board of ‘Trade, paid an official visit to the Fair, at the invitation 
of Monsieur Tony Bouilhet, the President of the Fair Committee. 
Sir David Eccles, who was received in the Ambassadors Hall, a 
reception ball-abected thin qu Menthe Atet tipeh for thn 'senentiancall 
distinguished visitors, toured the Fair in the morning and visited a 
number of British stands in a wide range of categories. ‘The visit was 
followed by a luncheon given in his honour by the Fair authorities, 
in the banquetir z hall on the Fair premises. The luncheon was pre- 
sided over by Monsieur Gilbert-Jules, the French Minister of the 
Interior. 

At the luncheon Sir David Eccles said, ‘For a President of the 
Board of ‘T'rade, Paris is more than a pleasure, it is an education in 
how to sell goods of fine quality’. He went on to say how he had been 
captivated by the Foire de Paris. ‘But the purpose of fairs’, Sir David 
Eccles continued, ‘is not to delight the eye. It is to sell goods. And 
here the British importers and exporters have a word to say to their 
French colleagues. 

‘First they would like me to tell you how strongly they hope that 
the economic problems which France faces at the moment may prove 
a aly semmpasesy. We can say this with genuine sympathy because 

much the same problems ourselves. British businessmen 
p sure that France will soon overcome these difficulties so that 
Anglo-French trade may expand again. 

‘At present our trade is somewhat restricted by artificial barriers. 
Let us get rid of them as soon as we can. The removal of these barriers 
is one of the central objects of the Common Market. In Britain the 
Common Market is applauded as a great act of European statesman- 
ship. I want to tell you that my Government hopes the Treaty of 
Rome will be ratified without delay and that it will be quickly followed 
by the establishment of a Free Trade Area associated with it.

On the whole exhibitors of British goods appear to have been 
satisfied both with the organization of the Fair and with its commercial 
success. At the same time, once there were some who complained 
of having difficulty in suitable space. It might, 
therefore, be worth pointing out that while the number of exhibitors 
at the Paris Fair seems to increase from year to year, the space available

THE AUSTRALIAN Minister for Trade announced on June 12 
certain changes in quotas for non-dollar goods in categories A and B. 
The changes are designed to correct anomalies in the import li i 
system, by assisting ‘traditional’ importers who have not, in the past, 
received concessional licensing treatment. 

For about 60 consumer type items in category A (including fish, 
floor coverings, certain hand tools, chinaware, tiles, surgical instru- 
ments and appliances), each importer would receive a special licence 
at the annual rate equal to 10 per cent. of his imports in 1950/51, 
less any concessions which he had already received. Proportionate 


increases have been granted in ‘Japanese ceilings.” 

In category B, special licences are to be made available at an annual 
rate which would be equal to the amount by which an importer’s 
quota as at December 31, A996, ie Nese, eee ee, cont of bie
